The 
Middle East crisis, with Secretary Powell's trip to 
Jerusalem on a crucial mission aimed at ending more 
than 18 months of bloodshed, is also widely played. In 
the domestic, field, the future vote on Cuba at the 
UNHRC -- with Cuba rejecting a U.S. -backed proposal 
from Latin American nations to send a human right's 
monitor to the island and Argentina's vote on a 
softened proposal on Cuba in the up-coming UNHBC. 
(where Argentina backs a Uruguayan- sponsored motion 
'inviting' Cuba to attain in the human, civil and 
political rights fields achievements similar to those 
attained in the social rights field) , keeps garnering 
media attention. IMP negotiations and the provinces' 
support to budget cuts also get sustained coverage.
